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BEAUTIFICATION OF EUCLID 

Regarding the beautification of 
Euclid avenue from the south city 
limits to Twenty-fourth street, O. V. 
Rice writes The News as follows: 


W. E. Westland, Editor Upland News, 

Upland, Cal. 

Dear Sir: 

Permit me through your excellent 
paper to make a suggestion regard- 
ing. the next thing to be done in the 
way of improving our avenue. 

The parking spaces seem to me to 
be the next thing to consider. Re- 
cently I noticed a recommendation— 
made, if I mistake not—by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, that the parkings 
below Eleventh street be sown to 
grass. This I think a good sugges- 
tion as nothing can be more pleas- 
ing to a rational taste than a grass 
lawn, in the way of decoration. 

But for the long stretch of our 
avenue a grass lawn is out of the 
question, for two reasons: The cost 
of installation and care is too much 
for our city resources, and we have 
not a water supply which we could 
consistently devote to the necessary 
irrigation of a lawn so extensive. 

Shrubbery seems to be the answer. 
It is economical, beautiful, and with 
some care in selection and arrange- 
ment, can be made to satisfy—yes, 
delight—any reasonable taste, I think, 
if only beauty of decoration is sought. 

But if both the good that comes 
to the public from beautiful lawns 
and parks and some real educational 
or scientific benefit can also be ob- 
tained there is a double recommend- 
ation in favor of the method bring- 
ing such a result. 

Southern California is the natural 
home of shrubs—they seem to fit this 
section and their name is “legion,” 
and for variety and beauty there is 
nothing lacking. 

They have been so common as to 


appreciation of the masses, when 
growing. in the wild. A visit to any 
well equipped nursery or to any well 
furnished park, private or public, re- 
veals the fact that no small part of 
the shrubbery is of native varieties, 
and they rank well with the choicest 
of imported shrubs. 

Now the range of these native 
shurbs and wild flowers is becoming 
more and more limited and removed 
from the more accessible places. What 
huntings and climbings must now be 
faken to find any fair quantity or 
quality of our so-called holly and 
where shall we go to delight our 
Eastern iriends this year with the en- 
trancing beouty of a poppy field? 


This is my suggestion. Let us 
gather and install on our parking 
spaces on the avenue the native 


shrubbery and of the flowers any 
and all that can be made to grow. 
The time is not distant when our 
schools will be making use of the 
collection and tourist and resident 
alike gratified and instructed by it. 
O. V. RICE. 


Along with the suggestion of Mr. 
Rice comes numerous problems; for 
one thing Mr. Rice fails to take into 
consideration is the fact that many 
shurbs refuse to grow beneath pep- 
per trees. Not many years ago an 
effort was made to plant palms be- 
tween the pepper trees and the re- 
sult was unsatisfactory, for the pep- 
per trees reached out for all the 
moisture and the poor palms wilted 
for lack of a drink. With many 
shrubs the result along Euclid be- 
neath the pepper trees would be the 
same as with the palms.

straw, fertilizer or other necessary 
materials used in the successful pro- 
ducton of citrus fruit. The owner 
has the privilege to unload his ma- 
terials where he desires and one 
property owner selected Euclid front- 
age near Fifteenth street as the 
proper place to store many bales of 
straw. This man’s grove shows that 
he knows how to raise oranges, and 
we have the utmost regard for his 
ability along that particular line, Dut 
we don’t agree with him on his idea 
of the “city beautiful” at all.

“BUYERS’ STRIKE’ CAN WORK 
HAVOC ALSO 

A “buyers’ strike” can work just 
as much havoc in trade and indus- 
try as any ather kind of “strike.” It 
is just as fatal to the whole social 
structure to have commerce stopped 
at the store counter as to have it 
stopped at the factory bench or the 
mill loom. Stoppage is * stoppage; 
and any interruption to the normal 
flow of trade is bound to affect the 
entire stream of trade. 

According to the monthly state- 
ment from the Federal Reserve Bank, 
the foremost problem confronting bus- 





iness today is how to secure a re- 
turn of the public to the market 
and stimulate normal, sensible, un- 


panicky buying. In other words, the 
pursuit of lower prices must not be 
carried to that extreme which seeks 
bankruptcy prices or the whole eco- 
nomic structure will take on this 
same characteristic. 

The situation today needs 
plain everyday “normalcy” (te bor- 
row a word which President-elect 
Harding resurrected during the cam- 
paign). ‘‘Normalcy” means a reac: 
tion alike from the “abnormalcy” 
which sent us into a saturnalia of 
extravagance following the armistice 
and from the “subnormalcy” which 
has since carried us to the other 
extreme, 

Reduced prices are today the very 
general rule. If they are taken ad- 
vantage of with “normalcy” the laws 
of supply and demand will shortly 
readjust our whole economic situa- 
tion. If they are spurned, through 
an unconscious but none the less fa- 
tal participation im a “buyers’ strike,” 
we shall-merely pyramid ou 
poned “demands” (which sooner or 
later we cannot ignore), and at last 
when we do enter the market, the 
depressed supply will be such that 
once more prices will shoot sky- 
high. 

The country’s economic situation 
today is absolutely sound. There is 
no reason for anything but prosper- 
ity ahead. If we can reach “nor- 
malcy” we are utterly safe. It is a 
“buyers’ strike’ which is closing fac- 
tories and mills. Then the same old 
“vicious circle’ gets in its work; 
and the closing of factories and mills 
forces many people to stay out of 
the market through inability to buy 
at any price. We finally broke this 
“circle’ “going up. Now we must 
break it going down. 

This is easy to say. Admitted, 
preachment is simpler than practice. 
But there IS a philosophy behind this 
whole situation—the philosophy of 
“normalcy.” We need “normalcy” in 
the dollar’s buying power; normalcy 
in labor’s willingness to produce ef- 
ficiently and to maximum advantage 
so that this normalcy in the dollar's 
buying power may arrive without a 
disruption of high wage levels; nor- 
malecy in taxation on business, to 
facilitate these dollar-values; nor- 
malcy in the net earnings which busi- 
ness seeks; and, above all else, nor- 
malcy in the buying habits of our 
people.

VETERAN EDITOR !S LAID TO

BEAUTIFUL SERVICE FOR HENRY 
G. TINSLEY AT HOME IN 
POMONA SUNDAY 
The funeral service for Henry G. 
Tinsley, for thirty years a Pomona 
newspaper man, was held Sunday at- 
the family home in that 
The Elks, of which organiza- 
tion Mr. Tinsley had long been a 
member, were in charge of the serv- 

ice. 

The deceased was one of the, or- 
ganizers of the Southern California 
Editorial Association in 1890, and b) 
invitation of Mrs. Tinsley a eulogy 
in behalf of that organization was 
made by John E, King, the president, 
who said: 

Editorial Association Tribute 

“We meet today to mourn the 
death of a colleague and a friend 
who passed into eternity loved by his 
family and his friends, respected by 
his colleagues of the newspaper pro- 
fession, and honored by the people 
of the city he served so well for a 
third of a century. 


“Henry G. Tinsley came to Califor- 





nia in 1887, having been born at 
Lyons, N. Y., in 1861. As a young 
man he was far from vigorous, and 
largely because of that fact he came 
to this sunny climate. Already he 
had received a training in newspaper 


work, and at once entered upon his 
work as a reporter at Gan Francisco, 
and later at Los Angeles. In a few 
years he acquired the Pomona Re- 
view, and for nearly thirty years he 
was the editor of that paper and of 
the Pomona Progress. He was one 
of the founders of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Editorial Ass’n, and has served 
that organization faithfully as _ of- 
ficial and as private in the ranks. He 
loved the comradery of his news- 
paper ‘brethren, and no one had a 
wider acquaintance among the news- 
paper men and women of Southern 
California. He was always a wel- 
come visitor at a newspaper office, 
for he was always thoughtfully com- 
plimentary of work well done and 
sympathetic of those to whom the 
burdens were heavy, 

“An evening with Henry Tinsley 
was a delight. He had a fund of 
knowledge gathered from wide ex- 
perience. He knew the traditions of 
the printing office of two score years 
ago, and could recite many unpub- 
lished incidents in the careers of 
Greeley, Watterson, Bennet tand Da- 
na, the latter with whom he worked 
on the old New York Sun. He could 
dwell in retrospect most interestingly, 
and his fund of stories seemed inex- 
haustible. : 

“He was a country newspaper man 
to the manor born. His father before 
him was a country editor, and it 
was in the office of the elder Tins- 
ley that Henry learned the mystery 
and art of type, and it was there 
he encountered the lure of journal- 
ism which was destined to remain 
with him through all the years of his 
life. He was essentially a country 
newspaper man, and to him the title 
of “journalist” would have been re- 
pellent. 

“Henry Tinsley was generosity per- 
i sonified. No appeal by a_ worthy 
cause was ever made to him in vain. 
He gave freely and generously not 
only of material wealth, but of his 
time and his sympathy—and his 
sympathy was as broad and catholic 
as the dews of heaven. It may be 
said that Henry Tinsley was not a 
success, but who gives utterance to 
such a sentiment did not know the 
man. Success is not measured by 
the accumulation of dollars, by the 
erection of great buildings, by the 
achievement of fame. Success, in 
the measure in which we understand, 
is the amount of good that we can 
do, the number of hearts we can 
‘lighten, the happiness we can ra- 
diate. By this test—the only test 
that will bear analysis—Henry Tins- 
ley was richer than all the Roth- 
childs. It was his greatest pleasure 
to help others, to bring smiles from 
tears, hope from despair, victory 
from defeat, to point out the stars 
that -shine through sorrow’s night. 

“My last visit with Henry Tinsley 
seems well-nigh prophetic. He was 
talking of metaphysics, turning then 








to the question of religious belief. [ 
post-|1 did not receive the impression that 


creeds and covenants concerned him 
so much as the esséntiai elements 
of faith and practice. He was es- 
sentially religious and he reverenced 
the virtues that have established and 
grounded our society in the everlast- 
infi standards of right and justice. I 
think his attitude toward religion 
and religious works is best expressed 
by the poet: 
“IT know not where His islands lift 
Their fronded palms in air; 
But this I know, we shall not drift 
Away from His love and care. 


“Day by day and hour by hour he if 


made for himself while here the life 
in the spiritual world he now enjoys. 
In that place in the spiritual uni- 
verse, ‘which only the mind and spirit 
may apprehend, the only test is char- 
acter, and our departed friend lived 
a life here which assures us the final 
judgment admitted him to a freer, 
fuller, happier existence. 


“Two verses from a poem he re- 
cited on that last evening, illustrates 
yet more clearly his view on the life 
hereafter: 


“ "Tonight as I sit at my window 
While the West was all agleam 
With that strange and wonderful 
splendor 
That is fleeting as a dream, 
I thought that the hands of angels 
Had flung heaven’s gateways wide, 
And I caught some glimpe of the 
glory 
From the hills on the other side. 


“ Ts it not a comforting fancy 
This sunset thought of mine, 
That always the gates of heaven

SAYS G. ANDERSON: 


George Anderson, experienced high- 
wayman, ex-convict and Folsom es- 
cape, pronounced his life of crime a 
flat failure last night as he sat in 
Sheriff W. A. Shay’s office and ad- 
mitted he robbed James Winn, auto- 
mobile driver, at San San Bernardino 
on Tuesday night, and confessed to 
his former record, or at least a por- 
tion of it. 

Anderson escaped from a Folsom 
prison road camp on April 4, this 
year, where he had _ served only 
eight years of a 30-year term for 
highway robbery at Woodland, in 
Yolo county. 

“you know, sheriff, it doesn’t pay,” 
said Anderson. 

“And I shouldn’t have led that lad 
along; he was an innocent kid. I 
am sorry about that.” 

Waterl Martin, 16 years old, had 
already confessed the full details of 
the robbery of Winn and told how 
he met Anderson in a restaurant in 
San Diego after he had run his course 
in Tijuana, and together they had 
secured an automobile, ostensibly for 
a week’s trip and started for Nevada 
and points farther north. At San 
Bernardino they found the car short 
of gas. Anderson proposed a hold-up 
to get money to buy fuel, and sug- 
gested a taxicab driver as the most 
likely subject. They parked their 
stolen car on E street, near Sixth 
walked to the Santa Fe sta 
tion, selected Winn as their victim 
and hired him to drive them to Col- 
ton, via E street. 

“IT poked a gun in his back and 
told he kid to get his change. 
told the kid to get his change. 
my own fault. I knew if I came 
back to California they would get 
me sooner or later. But what’s the 
use; I would rather be in prison in 
California than fighting them _ bliz- 
zards east. It got too cold for me.” 

Anderson fully realized that his 
arrest and identification meant that 
he would probably spend the rest of 
his life in prison. He has 22 years 
left. of his 30-year term to serve 
and he is now 36 years of age. All 
chance o fa reduction in sentence 
was lost when he fled from the 
prison camp and followed that with 
another highway robbery here. 

The sheriff pressed the prisoner 
for details of possible other crimes 
but Anderson said: 

“Sheriff, I have told you all there 
is. It doesn’t make any difference 
to me. I know I am going back to 
Folsom and that you can’t add an- 
other year to what I have already 
got.” 

Anderson, when the little talk with 
the sheriff opened, posed as an in- 
noéent man. 

“Have it your Own way,” said the 
sheriff, “but for your information 
the kid has come through.” 

Anderson threw up his hands and 
announced “here goes.” He told the 
sheriff how in 1912 he and another 
man by the name of Frank John- 
son stuck up the keeper of a road- 
house near Woodland in Yolo county 
and securel about $150. Five weeks 
later they were arrested and John- 
son confessed. Anderson was sen- 
tenced to 30 years and Johnson 
20 years. 

After about seven years of good 
behavior, Anderson said, he was plac- 
ed in the road camp and eighi 
months later escaped. He hid in 
the woods and worked on a section 
gang for a month and a half and 
then went Hast. Cold weather drove 
him back and he ran his pace at 
Tijuana and then was taken in by 
an ex-convict now running a restau- 
rant in San Diego. There he met 
the Martin boy and they planned the 
trip and the necessary hold-ups to 
finance the expedition as they went. 

According to the Martin Boy he 
doesn’t know his real name, but was 
adopted by John Martin in Blue- 
grass, Ky. The family started out 
for California in an automobile and 
at Phoenix he ran away, the boy 
said, and finally reached Tijuana. 

Under Sheriff T. O. Carter and 
Deputy Sheriff Jesus Amarias brought 
the two prisoners in from Ludlow, 
where Deputy Sheriff Dan Murdock 
had «arrested them. The men had 
remained at Victorville all night. 
Winn identified: his stolen watch and |

The bulk of money saved is in 
freight charges. By shipping in car- 
load lots the freight charges can be 


split in half. Cars are shipped by 
the club at actual railroad cost, and 
all a shipper has to do is to deliver 
his machine to the club at 1344 So. 
Figueroa street, Los Angeles, and the 
club does the rest. Men with block, 
tackle, and experience take charge 
of the automobile. load it in the 
freight car, block it securely, attend 
to the shipment, consign it to re- 
sponsible parties at the point of des- 
tination, and these parties in turn 
deliver it to the consignee. 


Cars can be sent in from any point 
to Los Angeles or shipped in by 
rail, and directions sent to thé club’s 
forward department to get the car 
and re-forward as directed. When de- 
sired, the department supply compe- 
tent drivers fo deliver cars to out- 
side towns, the shippers paying only 
actual cost incurred. Since the war, 
shipping to foreign points has been 
quite uncertain and some steamship 
companies are just now endeavoring 
to resume lines of service which had 
been discontinued. For this reason, 
foreign shipments have been unstable, 
freight rates fluctuating and general 
shipping uncertain. Each foreign 
shipment is therefore handled indi- 
vidually and on receipt of the details 
the club makes arrangements for 
shipment, reserving the necessary 
space, etc, 

Motorists who intend visiting So. 
California and who expect to have 
their cars forwarded by rail can save 
money, time, and trouble by commu- 
nicating with the Automobile Club’s 
Forwarding Department either /by 
letter, telephone, or personal call. 
While no offices are maintained in 
the East or Middle West, valuable 
assistance can be afforded to motor- 
ists who wish their cars to be sent 
out by rail to California. As for the 
shipment of cars from Los Angeles 
to all parts of America and Canada, 
and to foreign countries, the depart- 
ment is equipped to give splendid 
service in every respect.
